Porsche admits Indycar 
faults —new car soon 


The day after Teo Fabi qualified his 
Quaker State March Porsche in 17th 
Starting position for this year's Indy 500 
(see page 14), team boss Al Holbert 
dicussed Porsche's fledgling Indycar 
team and future with the press. Imme- 
diately after his press conference. Holbert 
flew to Germany. “My purpose in going to 
Germany this evening,” commented Hol- 
bert, “is to bring back 50 horsepower 
although that's not likely 

Throughout the first week of practice at 
Indianapolis, it was clear that the Porsche 
Indy engine lacks both horsepower and 
torque. Fabi’s Porsche-powered March 
was 15 to 20mph slower through the radar 
guns than the fastest cars, and its acceler- 
ation off the corners was abysmal 

“There's no doubt we're shy on horse- 
power,” admitted Holbert. “But then, on 
the other hand, we haven’thad an oil leak 
water leak or mechanical failure of any 
kind. That is a step forward from where we 
were last year, and | think | can also say 
we have made some significant steps as 
far as reducing valvetrain vibration, which 
is always a problem with Indianapolis 
engines which must run at sustained high 
revs for long periods of time. 

Present al Indianapolis during Pole Day 
qualifyng was Dr Hans-Joachim Esch 
who has just been appointed to oversee 
development of Porsche’s Indy V8. Dr 
Esch has worked for Porsche AG's pro- 
duction engine division for four years, and 
will work closely with engine designer 
Hans Mezger ir his new capacity as Indy 
engine development chief 

Holbert reported also that Porsche is 


working on an aill-new Indycar, whic 
should be ready for testing in the next six 
weeks. He said he didn't expect this 
race until next year. Speaking in g 
terms about Porsche's Indycar prograrr 
Holbert was particularly forthright 

The program is behind and, yes, we 
did underestimate what it would take,” he 
deciared. “I'll be very candid. I'm 
that all the right people were involved in

Then, during the 1970s, the insid- 
ious fencing disease started to grow, 
although amateur photographers 
could still obtain unrestricted pictures 
at the entrances to, and exits from 
most of the circuit's corners. Now all 
has apparently been Jost. 

No doubt the arguments of safety 
will be raised to justify this action, but 
I challenge that. In my view the most 
dangerous areas at Silverstone are the 
infield exits from Maggots, Chapel 
and most of all Abbey, where in recent 
years there has been an increasing area 
for privileged spectators. 

Perhaps the only saving grace in all 
the spectator viewing changes that 
have occured over the last few months

Ten years ago this week (Autosport, 
May 25, 1978), Lotus dominated the 
Belgian GP in a similar manner to 
which McLaren controlled the Imola 
race this season. Mario Andretti had a 
fine weekend of it, easily fastest in 
practice, he led from lights to flag in the 
debutant Lotus 79. Ronnie Peterson 
brought the old Lotus 78 into second to 
make Colin Chapman a pretty happy 
fellow, both old car and new proving 
faster than the opposition. 

In the wake of the fleeing Lotuses 
there was a spot or two of general 
chaos with a number of separate in- 
cidents at the startline which eliminat- 
ed Lauda, Hunt and Fittipaldi all within 
10secs of the green. Through the 
mélée emerged the Ferraris, Carlos 
Reutemann and Gilles Villeneuve, be- 
ing the only men with the ability and 
machinery to get anywhere near the 
Lotus boys at Zolder. 

The Four Regions European 
Championship Rally was won by Tony 
Carello and Maurizio Perrisinot in their 
native Italian event. Their works 
Lancia-Pirelli Stratos won easily after 
an early rally scrap with the Jolly Club 
Fiat Abarth of ‘Tony’. Second was 
eventually taken by Ardatico Vudafieri 
in a similar car to the victors following 
the demise of the Fiat. 

It was announced that Juliette 
Slaughter was to become the first 
British woman for at least 20 years, if 
not since the War, to compete in the Le 
Mans 24 Hrs. With sponsorship from 
the American temping agency, Kelly 
Girl, she was to drive a Lola T296 
along with co-drivers Tony Birchen- 
hough and lan Harrower. Brian Jos- 
celyne was the man responsible for 
the newsworthy coup and he also 
became self-appointed reserve driver 
and team manager. 


Twenty years ago this week (AuTo- 
SPORT, May 24, 1968), British Leyland 
Motor Corporation became a fact 
when British Motor Holdings and Ley- 
land Motor Corporation amalgamated. 
Autosport expressed its hopes that 
the BLMC would build itself into a 
strong weapon with which to defend 
the British motor industry. We also 
looked forward to the effect BLMC 
would have on the national and inter- 
national motor sports scene. Perhaps 
our sentiments would still be held 20 
years later. 

The first two positions on the grid for 
the Indianapolis 500 were annexed in 
record breaking fashion by the two 
STP Lotus 56 turbines driven by Joe 
Leonard and Graham Hill, both quali- 
fying at over 171mph, over 2mph 
quicker than their nearest challenger, 
Bobby Unser’s Eagle-Offy. 


Porsche saved considerable face in 
much the same way as the Jaguars in 
this weekend’s Autosport 1000kms, 
by winning their home round of World 
Sportscar Championship at the Nur- 
burgring. Jo Siffert and Vic Elford were 
followed home by fellow Porsche 
pilots Hans Hermann and Rolf Stom- 
melen with main rivals, Ickx and Haw- 
kins, taking their JW Ford GT40 into 
third place. 

Finally it was announced that the 
USAC was hoping to fix an annual 
date at Fuji in Japan for an Indycar 
event. A race had been run there in 
1966 and events had been run at 
Monza, so a move outside the con- 
fines of the US was not as sacreligious 
as some might be led to think. Interest- 
ingly the Monza races were, by 1968, 
being described as controversial (see 
right). It was not known whether 
Japanese support would warrant the 
running of such an event 


Thirty years ago this week (AuTo- 
sport, May 23, 1958), the Monaco GP 
was won at record speed by Rob 
Walker’s Cooper-Climax driven by 
Maurice Trintignant. Close racing in 
the opening laps had left Mike Haw- 
thorn's Ferrari in the lead. Trintignant 
was second until a broken fuel pump 
drive ended Hawthom’s race leaving 
Maurice 40secs clear of next man, 
Jean Behra. Only six cars finished out 
of 16 starters in a race run in very hot 
conditions. 

A British 1-2-3 at Spa-Francor- 
champs in the Belgian Sports Car 
Grand Prix was marred by the fatal 
accident to the likeable Archie Scott- 
Brown. Masten Gregory brought his 
Lister-Jaguar home ahead of two 
Aston Martins, but the celebrations 
were short lived when it was learned 
that Scott-Brown had died in hospital 
from burns received following a spin at 
Club House. A gendarme pulled 
Archie free of his burning car but 
unfortunately his bravery was not 
repaid. 

The Deutschland Rally was won by 
Bernhard Consten and Jean Hébert in 
a 1.3-litre Alfa Romeo. They finished 
with a clean sheet ahead of Max Reiss 
and Hans Wincher also in an Alfa. The 
ladies event was ultimately won by 
Annie Soisbault and Lise Renaud in a 
TR3. 

The latest news of the Monza 500. 
Indycar race to be held on the speed- 
bowl was that Stirling Moss had 
agreed to drive a 4.2 Maserati, known 
as the El Dorado special. Carroll Shel- 
by was expected to be in an Offy and 
Harry Schell was planning on driving 
one of the specially prepared Ferraris. 
The ACs of Milan and Italy were hop- 
ing the race would be the fastest ever 
run.

Bitter disappointment for Mario Andretti. A triumphant 
sweep of the front row by Penske Racing. 

These were the stories of Pole Day at Indianapolis this 
year. Over six of the seven days of practice before Pole Day, 
Mario Andretti and Roger Penske’s number one driver, 
Rick Mears, staged a classic mano a mano duel, trading fast 
times of day on the brink of 220mph and beyond. In the end, 
Mears was a decisive winner, taking the fourth Indy 500 
pole of his magnificent career at a record-setting, four-lap, 
10-mile average of 219.198mph. 

Rick’s team mates, Danny Sullivan and Al Unser Sr, 
qualified second and third, establishing an historic all- 
Penske front row as a miserably disappointed Andretti 
fought a viciously understeering car to fourth quickest time 
of day. 

The rest of the field were nothing more than also-rans. 


Indianapolis Pole Day "88 will be re- 
membered as the day that Penske 
Racing established itself as the first 
team to occupy all three places on the 
front row of the worid’s biggest auto- 
mobile race. With a Bennett's 
PC17-Chevrolet, Roger Penske's team 
appears to be in as powerful form as 
ever, with only Mario Andretti and 
Newman/Haas Racing capable of chal- 
lenging the Penske trio for pure speed 
Outside of fifth-starting Al Unser Jr, 
there’s not a man in the field who 
appears to have much chance of run- 
ning the race in company with the 
Penskes and Andretti Sr's Lola. 

Which brings up another point. The 
five fastest qualifiers for this year's S00 
are all powered by Chevrolet's four- 
cam Indy V8. The “88-spec Chevy is 
clearly the strongest engine at 
Indianapolis this year. with power and 
torque aplenty compared with its Cos- 
worth, Buick, Judd/Honda and 
Porsche rivals.

Second fastest March on Pole Day 
was Emerson Fittipaldi’s Chevy- 
powered Patrick Racing example. 
After a fraught week, Fittipaldi and 
the Patrick team began to find the right 
combination and the Brazilian was 
able to qualify in the middle of the 
third row between Scott Brayton’s 
Hemelgarn Lola-Buick and Derek 
Daly's Raynor Lola-Cosworth. Never- 
theless, the Patrick team planned to 
run a Lola T87/00 this week and, if the 
car proves better than the March, 
Fittipaldi may requalify next weekend. 

Surprisingly fast on Pole Day was 
Randy Lewis, who qualified his Lola- 
Cosworth in the middle of row four 
between Michael Andretti’s March- 
Cosworth and Roberto Guerrero’s 
Lola-Cosworth. The only Rookie to 
qualify on the first weekend was Super 
Vee champion (and CART Rookie 
points leader) Scott Atchison. Aboard 
a Machinists Union March 86C, 
Atchison gave a good account of him- 
self all week and turned in a smooth, 
heady qualifying run at 205mph. 

On Sunday of the first weekend, the 
weather was even hotter and muggier, 
with a strong. blustery wind. All this 
made the track very slick. and only two 
cars qualified — Jim Crawford’s Bern- 
stein Lola-Buick and Rahal’s True- 
Sports Lola-Judd 

Crawford was 


a front-runner all 
week. consistently running much 
quicker than team mate Johnny 
Rutherford. An engine failure on Pole 
Day meant Crawford had to qualify 
the following day, which he did with- 
out any trouble 

Rahal fought an understeering Lola 
chassis all week, although he ran some 
laps at 2|4mph and was on his way to 
qualifying in that bracket on Pole Day 
when his fuel pump drive cable broke. 
Rahal is happy with his Judd engines 
which are producing competitive 
horsepower and straightline speeds, 
but the team has had a tough time 
finding the right balance from its Lola 
chassis. Said Rahal after qualifying on 
Sunday's very slippery track: “That's 
the hairiest run I’ve ever had here. We 
put a lot of downforce into the car to 
try to combat the track and the wind, 
but got into a real tank-slapper in turn 
four on my first lap, and the handling 
stayed that bad the whole way!

New class 
for Africa 


The Chairman of South Africa’s rally 
committee, Ralph Behm, confirmed 
the creation of a new class for rallying 
next year when the Group B supercars 
are finally banned from the Cham 
pionship 

The bodyshell (original steel is to be 
used) must be from a South African 
homologated vehicle, the side sil 
houette to be as the original car. The 
original bulkhead may be modified to 
accommodate in-line transmission and 
slight alterations to the displacement 
of the engine 

Body panels — apart from bonnet 
and boot — must be original but arches 
may be flared to accommodate wider 


wheels and tyres, while the windscreen 
must remain as laminated glass, other 
windows allowed to be changed to 
Lexan or something similar 

Engines are restricted to 2-litre 
normally aspirated, and must be from 
the original manufacturer, built in 
batches of at least 5000. Transmissions 
remain free

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So we now have the new car! The 
Celica 2000GT-Four was finally hom- 
ologated one day before the start of 
the Tour de Corse and Toyota has at 
last entered the world of four-wheel 
drive rallying, Actually I quite enjoyed 
driving the car, even though it is all so 
new. Obviously things at Toyota are 
more cautious than, for example. 
when Peugeot came —_ with their 
Supercar. It was difficult to know 
exactly what the Japanese were think- 
ing, whether they knew this should be 
a cautious effort or whether they as- 
sumed they would have a winner nght 
away. I think we did quite well as 
things turned out. We were driving at 
normal speeds rather than flat-out, 
and of course there were small prob- 
lems. Finally I had to retire with 
engine trouble, but we were still near 
the top. Atone point of the event I had 
been lying third, and just before | 
retired I was fourth, while Kenneth 
Eriksson finished sixth 

When it was dry and the sun was 
shining, these French drivers were 

oing like mad, I have to say they were 
incredible, they are really professional 
drivers. I know I have a lot of things to 
learn about their kind of rallying. But 
what came as a big surprise was just 
how much faster everyone was than 
last year. We compared our times with 
the fastest times last year — and even 
our new cars with two foreigners dni 
ving them were quicker! The pace of 
development is incredible. Everyone 
is always one year in front of you. Even 
though we have taken our one big step 
into the future it does not make you 4 
winner, These days you have to make 
two steps to be in front! The change to 
four-wheel drive was the biggest for 
ward step Toyota ever made in com- 
petition. Toyota know this very well 
and this is why we are pushing ahead 
with the X-trac transmission develop- 
ment at the same time. For sure this ts 
the thing for the future 

The Japanese have the capability of 
making the best engines in the world 
Look at Formula 1, for instance 
Honda is easily the best. But in Europe 
we are best making good suspension 
and strong cars. It is obvious that the 
Toyota team set-up is very promising 
for the future. The engines we had on 
this event were not in their full speci- 
fication, and if we had any disappoint- 
ment it was that we really wanted the 
engines running well first. When the 
engines are running right, then you can 
tune the suspension and the trans- 
mission. For safety reasons it might 
seem to be better the other way round, 
and the Japanese decided it would be 
best that we started off with engines 
they felt would at least be reliable. We 
were at least 20bhp down. 

We were surprised how light our 
cars weighed and this was very en- 
couraging. It seems we might have a 
problem with our tyres on asphalt 
Stages. but in other respects I am sure 
that the cars will finally come to be 
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The Toyota Team Europe squad enjoyed posing with the new toy 
very good. | am not allowed to say in 
detail what our problems were on the 
rally. but for me the important thing 


was to see that the car ran all right and 
that we got more experience. We 
finally stopped because of a problem in 
the engine department. We were not 
enurely happy with the engine com- 
puter, and if you have a problem with 
the computer it sometimes creates 
another problem somewhere else 
Kenneth did not have this problem. 
but then had had trouble with his 
transmission. They say his trouble may 
have been caused because the car had 
grounded carlier. but anyway after a 
mechanic had replaced the snapped 
propshaft he was able to finish the 
rally. 1 had been driving quite hard just 
before we retired. because Carlos 
Sainz was catching up fast after turbo- 
charger delays and we wanted to stay 
in front of him , 

It was the first time I had been to 
Corsica, the event about which J had 
heard so many things. usually with 
sadness. The place was nice: the 
hotels, the food and wine were ex- 
cellent. But the rally was just as I had 
been told to expect. maybe in some 
ways even worse. I think in fact that it 
is the mentality of the organisers 
rather than the actual roads they use. 
They made some changes, small 
changes this year. but they were can- 
celling only things where there had 
been accidents before. They were not 
thinking ahead. It is so easy to make it 
tough but safe immediately. but all 
they seem to do is complain that they 
are not allowed to have the old 100km 
stages anymore. It can never be per- 
fectly safe, of course. but there are so 
many things which they can do to make 
it better. The worst places are rough, 
bumpy and gravelly roads which go 
downhill ~ with drops on the side. If 
you think about the accidents they 
have had, they are on downhill 


stretches. They have thousands of 
kilometres of other nice roads avai- 
lable

What a good race it would have been, we said after Imola, 
without the McLaren-Hondas. For most of the Monaco 
Grand Prix, it was more rarefied even than that: how 
exciting, we mused, this might have been without Senna. 
Then, with 16 laps to the flag, suddenly we were without 
Senna — or, rather, Senna was without his car, which had 
been parked with some firmness against the wall at Portiers. 
Ayrton had made his first mistake in three days, and the 
price was high: at the time he was going on a minute clear of 
anyone else. 

Alain Prost’s Monaco weekend, by contrast, was sudden- 
ly getting better. Outpaced by Senna in qualifying, he had 
spent most of the race staring at the gearbox of Gerhard 
Berger's Ferrari, which had snicked by him in the first 
hundred yards or so. For 54 laps the Austrian had valiantly 
thwarted him, and now he must have wished he’d thwarted 
him a big longer: with Senna out, Prost was heading 
unassailably for his 30th Grand Prix win, his fourth in 
Monte Carlo. 

On points, Alain now heads Ayrton 24 to 9, and making 
up I5 points on Prost is not the work of a moment. 
Ridiculous it may sound, after only three of 16 races, but

At 1.48 on Saturday afternoon Senna 
went out again, and | wondered why Was 
this the old Monaco ploy of setting your 
time. then tooling round in the hope of 
keeping your rivals from a clear lap?

The outtit's record in the Principality 
is phenomenal and sixth was the lowest 
they had started the event for some time. 
Comas missed the track at its best on 
Thursday but topped his group on Friday 
moming. He would be a threat in the race 
for sure. 

Jean-Luc Palis finished runner-up in 
the French FF1600 championship last 
year and graduated to F3 with his family 
run Gosselin Competition team. His en- 
thusiasm was mirrored in the handling of 
his Reynard and the Normandy pilot looks 
promising, seventh slot belying his in- 
experience, Countryman Christian Vidal 
was next with his DG Racing Dallara, 
heading an all italian fifth row of 
Gianfranco Tacchino and Mauro Martini. 

What of the rest of the British cham- 
pionship regulars? Two, in the form of 
Alain Menu and Damon Hill, could be 
found on row 8. Menu, with support from 


Marlboro Switzerland for this race, 
reckoned he should have run with a touch 
more rear wing while Damon was one of 
the few second session runners to go 
quicker in the last period. Pure circuit 
learning was the explanation here, but 
Starting the race without even having 
driven a dry lap is not what one would 
choose. Especially in Monte Carlo. 

Philippe Favre, on his second visit, was 
in 20th, never having driven on Michelins 
in the wet, while the second Camel 
Reynard of Paul Warwick was two places 
lower. Paul with even less experience on 
the Michelin radials: “We were due to test 
at Brands but the tyres were sent to the 
EJR factory, and by the time we collected 
them it was a waste of time.” An overheat- 
ing potentiometer giving a sticking throttle 
is the last thing you want at Monaco, Paul 
having a spin at Ste Devote. 

Charges could be expected from 
Philippe Gache and Rinaldo Capello 
both caught out by the elements.

Why does it always happen to the good guys? Why is motor 
racing so indiscriminate, so damnably cruel? Roberto 
Guerrero was only 28. He was blessed with a rare talent. He 
was unfailingly modest. He was irresistably likable. He had 
shown, at the wheel of an Indycar, searing flashes of 
brilliance. But he had not been allowed the time to reach his 


peak. 
Roberto had come so close in 1987 to winning America’s 

most coveted auto race, the Indianapolis 500. He’d won at 
Phoenix International Raceway, six weeks before, from last 
place on the grid. And he’d won again at Mid-Ohio only a 
week before the Goodyear tyre tests, only a week before 
this: a place in an Indianapolis hospital bed. On a venti- 
lator. In a coma. Tended by medical experts who feared he 
might never stir... 
It depends how you look at it. Indiana 
polis Motor Speedway - host of the 
world famous 500 mile race has

It goes without saying that Le Mans 
must stay as a 24-hour race. It will, 
anyway: the ACO may have to change 
the circuit radically, one day, but the 
format will endure throughout the 
foreseeable future. Anyone redesign- 
ing the format of the series as a whole 
would have to do so in the light of Le 
Mans being in situ, as it were. 

Why not, therefore, include a 12- 

hour race, or one over nine hours? 
Such promotions can be very effective, 
creating status and a sense of occasion. 
It is not difficult to imagine at Silver- 
stone, for example, a fairground, 
restaurants, bars, exhibitions, a cin- 
ema, acreche, shops, all the spectator 
facilities that can be found at Le Mans. 
The circuit certainly has the manage- 
ment and promotional capability to 
plan along such lines, to set out to 
create an exceptional event on the 
sporting calendar. And it also has the 
space to do so. There may be logistical 
problems of which I am unaware, of 
course, but all | am doing here, as they 
say on Madison Avenue, is running an 
idea up a flagpole, to see ifit flutters. It 
flutters strongly each June at Snetter- 
ton, the scene of the Willhire 24 
Hours, which is not the first day-and- 
night race held in Britain, because the 
BARC established the Goodwood 9 
Hours in the early fifties, a sportscar 
race which began at 3pm and endured 
until midnight, and which did much to 
found the renowned atmosphere of 
Goodwood as a venue. 

Spa could stage a long-distance race: 
so could Fuji, and so could Monza if it 
possessed any discermble flair for pro- 
motion.

HASPENGOUW RALLY, May 13/14: 
It was a Ford 1-2-3 on last weekend's 
Belgian and Dutch Rally Champion- 
ship qualifier providing winner Robert 
Droogmans maximum points on his 
home series, Mark Lovell’s second 
place securing the lead on the Dutch 
front. But it was not a good weekend 
for the Prodrive team, neither of its 
BMWs finishing. 

Droogmans set the pace from 
Stage 1, 3secs faster than home rival 
Patrick Snijers in the BMW M3, and a 
full 13secs up on Lovell. That was the 
pattern for the six fast asphalt stages 
on the Friday night, Droogmans and 
Snijers fighting tooth and nail for the 
lead. Lovell had problems, a puncture 
on Stage 3, an excursion on the fourth 
and then a gearbox problem on the last 
of the evening’s run. Co-driver Terry 
Harryman had noticed Snijers clock- 
ing in [min early to the first test, the 
check sheets confirmed it, and instead 
of starting day two's 21 mixed asphalt 
and gravel stages 6secs behind, the 
BMW was over Imin down on leader 
Droogmans, Lovell in third position 
after his problems, 13secs behind Van 
de Wauwer’s similar Sierra Cosworth 
and trailing Droogmans by 53. 

Snijers attacked from the word go 
on Saturday, but it all came to naught 
when his BMW’s engine cried enough 
on Stage 13. His Prodrive team mate 
John Bosch, with Kevin Gormley in 
the hot seat, had rolled their M3 out of 
the event when holding seventh place 
early on. For Lovell the hot asphalt 
stages through the day were to cause 
tyre headaches. He had the right 
Pirellis for the gravel stages, and his 
times showed it. However the only 
rubber available to him for the tar was 
of too soft a compound. In the even- 
ing, on cooler roads and using tyres 
that he had employed earlier in the 
day. Lovell fought back and clinched 
second, sided by a puncture to Van de 
Wauwer'’s Ford. No one, however, 
could match Droogmans’ pace and it 
was his third consecutive Haspengouw 
win, and fourth in all 

Behind Lovell the best placed Brit- 
ish driver was young Chnis Birkbeck, 
whose [3th overall belies the fact that 
he acquitted himself brilliantly, surviv- 
ing three punctures on the very rough

THE RACE OF MY LIFE 


GUNNAR PALM 


World Cup Rally 
London-Mexico City 


April 19 to May 27, 1970 
Ford Escort 1800 


Ihave been lucky to enjoy many happy 
memories from my co-driving career in 
rallying but winning the London to 
Mexico World Cup in 1970 must be the 
memory to beat them all. That event 
was such an adventure, but it is one 
particular day in this event that I want 
to talk about. It was the day when we 
tackled the 560 mile ‘prime’ from 
Cuzco to Huancayo along the Road of 
the Incas high in the Peruvian Andes. | 
was co-driver to Hannu Mikkola when 
he did this drive of a lifetime in a 
special big-engined Escort. It took him 
12h21m in conditions where car and 
driver could hardly breath because of 
the altitude, beating the next car by 
Iimins and creating the buffer which 
enabled us to go on to win the whole 
event 

We started the stage at six in the 
morning with Hannu really determin 
ed to stamp his authority on the rally 
At the previous rest halt at La Paz in 
Bolivia, we were leading our team 
mate, Rauno Aaltonen, by 62mins 
with Brian Culcheth’s Triumph only 
3mins further behind. A good time on 
this section would shake off. the 
opposition. 1 had to concentrate on 
reading pace notes (which other 
people had prepared) for all that time 
as we climbed up almost non-existent 
roads. We were driving 4000-S000 


metres above sea level. with drops 


over the edge which went an indescrib- 
ably long way down. We started with 
four fresh tyres. and | remember we 
had to stop three times on the way

Gunnar Paim (51) was born in Sweden, 
and made his name in the 1960s as a co- 
driver alongside many of rallying’s top 
Orivers.

lems. We took a big risk making our 
car as light as possible. The altitude 
has a lot of strange effects. Apart 
from headaches and breathlessness 
your eyes go funny and you have 
trouble judging distances. You could 
find yourself braking for a hairpin far 
too early. We were still at a high 
altitude when we had to change the 
tyres, about 4000 metres. Youcan only 
work half-speed in those conditions 
you can’t do anything in a hurry 

There were many other memories 
from that event. We very nearly lost 
the event early on and it was my 
mistake. [remember it still. There was 
a long flat left hander into a hairpin 
bend, and I mistimed the flat left bend 
Hannu came into the hairpin doubly 
fast, and how he ever got around I still 
don’t know. There was asheer drop on 
the outside, all | could see in the 
headlights were the tops of trees down 
below. People could see that our rear 
wheel had been right over the edge 

I liked that World Cup Rally. it was 
4 pity it was just a one-off event. The 
problem is that nobody will remember 
i1(in motor sport history because It was 
not part of a championship, so you 
Cannot assess how important i was 
But for all that, you still meet a lot ot 
ordinary people who remember it 
they had been at school and many 
schools used the rally as an educational 
Project. It was very cleverly promoted 
by the Daily Mirror in that way and 
Was 4 great promotional success for the 
newspaper! [| entered the previous
